The defendant, Charles Agaew, a Con- 


stable of tbo Fourth ward of Bristol, was 
charged with assaulting Howard H. Syfert 
in the bar-room of the Closson House, last 
Spring. 
Mr. Syfert, who is a member of the 


Philadelphia Bar, was at Croyden with a 
louse party the day tho assault occurred, 


they drove into Bristol in the evening. 


He went with Iris friends to the Closson 
irouse. 
When about to leave, Mr. Syfert 


went up to William D. Davis, a member of 
the parfy, who was standing at tho bar, 
and tapped him on the shoulder, telling him 
Ire party was ready to depart for Croyden. 
Mr. Davis playfully put out his foot back of 
lim and accidently struck Agnew. When 
Davis discovered he had kicked a stranger 
by mistake he apologized. 


Constable Agnew, would accept no apology, 


however, and started in to arrest the men. 
He attacked Mr. Syfert, it is alleged, and 
broke his nose with a revolver and other- 
wise severely cut hi-n. 
The bar-tender told 


Lire men that Agnew -was a Constable, and 
they then said they would go witli him, 
without any resistance, if he so desired. 


Messrs. Scyfert and Davis testified to the 


above facts. 


Constable Charles Agnew, the defendant, 


claimed that he was only doing his duty in 
arresting tho men 
because 
Davis had 


kicked him, and that he had only used what 
force was necessary. 


Proprietor Smith, of the Closson House, 


testified that Mr. Davis had apologized to 
Agnew after he accidentally touched him 
with his foot, and that there was no pro- 
vocation for the assault. 


Sentence — Fifty dollars fine, costs of

Let lid look well into the facts ! 
On the 


Kith of April, 1874. a compact was entered 
into by and between accredited representa- 
tives of Bucks and Montgomery, whereby it 
was agreed that two consecutive terms should 
be allotted to each county in the selection of 
the candidate for Congress.

The letter, viewed from either an artistic 


or literary standpoint, is not without merit ; 
but 
as 
carrying 
out the intention of 


its author to present the facts in the cliscus- 
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rule''of 1874, it is a colossal and monumental 
failure. 


Now, Mr. Strauser, listen, and we will re- 


cite a couple of facts you failed to set before 
an interested public. 
Upon the best author- 


ity obtainable we are bound to accept the fact 
that the rule was made to serve a specific 
length of time, four congressional terms, or 
eight, years, and at the end of that time ex- 
pired by limitation. For your especial ben- 
efit, we publish to-day the letters of Messrs. 
Schrack and Gwiirner, which please read 
circfully. 


In order that you can understand this 


question for all time to come, we have had a 
map prepared which shows first the territory 
set aside by act of Assembly in 1873 for the 
Seventh District. The acres it comprised 
were 560,OGO, and population it contained 
was 126,000; and in dotted lines the part of 
Bucks then in the Eleventh District,is shown.

This district, wlieri lornicd, was expected

Af- 
ter accomplishing this act of destruction it 
proceeded to form a new Seventh District, 
the territory it embraced, the acres it com- 
prised, the people it contained we also show.

On the evening of May 8<1 some of 
our 


fellow citizens who oppose the candidacy of 
Mr. Wanger for renomination held a mass 
meeting in Bristol, which meeting was ad- 
dressed, jimong others, by Hon. J. Free- 
man Ilendricks, of Doyleslown, ono of tho 
aspirants for the nomination. 


In reading (he report of Mr. HcndricVs 


remarks I am led to believe that in the ex- 
citement of llio moment lie made statements 
and enunciated principles lo which, after 
the srrosh of tho campaign is over, he will 
not be a'togcthcr willing to subscribe. 
In 


opening his remarks Mr. Hendricks said : 


"We have come hero to-night to enun- 


ciate a principle. 
\Ve have come here to do 


even more—not simply to assert a claim but 
to defend a sacred indefeasible right." 


He then stated that "In 1874 representa- 


tives representing the two great counties 
that comprise the Seventh Congressional 
District, entered into a solemn compact, a 
compact that ought always in good faith 
and in honor (o be binding between hon- 
orable men. 
They established a written 


law. But to-night we do not stand alone 
upon a written law, but upon a law that 
had its origin long before even this law 
was written—upon an unwritten law that 
recognized certain principles of right, and 
that was inherent in the government under 
which we live." 


He then stated that (his unwritten law is 


the principle that long tenure of office is to 
be discouraged, and that "the fathers, 
when they founded the govcrnnieut, laid 
down this principle." 
That particularly 


was this the oaso with congressmen, whose 
term tbey limited to two years so that they 
should come as frequently as possible fresh 
from the people. 


Mr. 
Houdricks' 
arguments 
may be 


.summed up in follows : 


First—There is a rule in existence limit- 


ing the office of Congressman in the Seventh 
District to two terms for 
Montgomery 


county and to two terms for Bucks county, 
alternately. 


Second—That this rule was founded, not 


upon the action of the district conference of 
1874, but, upon the unwritten law of the 
land. 


Third—That this rule is sacred and in- 


defeasible. 


Let us take up these propositions seriatim 


and sec if we can agree with him. 


First, as to the existence of said rule. 
It 


is, I think, admitted by all that such a rule 
was adopted by the conference held in 1874, 
and that in conformity therewith Montgom- 
ery county supplied the candidate for two 
terms and Bucks county supplied the candi- 
date for the following two 
terms. 
The 


question that has arisen is whcthor or not 
this rule was to govern tho four ensuing 
terms or was to run on indefinitely. 


On this point we have the evidence of 


Mr. Gwinnev and of Mr. Sohraok, chair- 
men respectively of the Bucks county con- 
vention and conference of 1874, that the 
rule was to apply to the ensuing four terms 
—V, ™j-ij,.u, .iiuin 
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the rule should be void. 


Certain U is that these gentlemen, hold- 


ing the high positions that they did hold 
when tire rule was passed, must have known 
tho intention of the conferees, and their 
testimony should be very convincing aside 
from this direct evidence. Does it not stand 
lo reason that the position of Bucks county 
in the Seventh District in 1874 could have 
had no power to bind the portion added lo 
the district afterwards, the latter portion 
having had no part in the contract. 


Therefore, whether wo look at it from the 


standpoint oi evidence or common sense we 
must dissent from Mr. Ilendricks' first 
proposition. 


Now, as to the second proposition to-wit: 


•"That the rule was founded not on the ac- 
tion of the district conference of 1874, but 
upon the unwritten law of the land." This 
is indeed serions, and demands our earnest 
attention, for nothing is better in law than 
an unwritten law, provided its antiquity 
can be demonstrated. 


Sir William Blackstone, to whom we all 


bow in reverence in legal matters, states 
"that the goodness of a custom depends 
upon its having been used trme whereof 
the memory of man runneth not to the con- 
trary." 


Now, I don't know just how good a mem- 


ory Mr. Ilendricks possesses, but since he 
refers to the foundation of the government, 
and seems to know just what "the fathers" 
had in their minds at the time, and since 
the foundation of the government necessar- 
ily ante-dates the formation of the Seventh 
Congressional District, I think it follows 
that any law governing the said district 
must be within tho memory of Mr. Ilen- 
dricks, and therefore has not been "used 
time whereof the memory of man runneth 
not to the contrary." 


Mr. Hendricks asserted that "the fath- 


ers" deliberately provided against just such 
a contingency as has now arisen in this dis- 
trict by limiting the term of Congressmen 
to two years, so that they might come fresh 
foom the people. 


As a bald statement of fact this is true. 


But does Mr. Hendricks mean to assert that 
"the fathers" intended keeping experienced 
men out of Congress? 


He apparently does, for he goes on to 


agree that the best work is always to be had 
from new or inexperienced 
men, a state- 


ment in which he will find very few busi- 
ness men to agree with him, but also a state- 
ment which (if the truth of it could but be 
impressed upon the mass of the people) 
would be a godsend to young lawyers. 


Suppose this principle of rotation in 


office had been generally observed through- 
out the United States, does anyone suppose 
that we would have many great American 
statesmen to look back upon. 
Would we 


have had Conkling or Blaine, or Edmunds 
or Reed ? Would Kelley or McKinley ever 
have attained distinction as authorities on 
the tariff? Or more important still, would 
John Quincy Adams ever have been able to 
make his long fight on the floor of Congress 
for the right of petition 1 


If Mr. Hendricks is right, Mr. Adams 


should have been retired at the end of his 
second term as a dangerous man who was 
threatening the liberties of the people by 
ignoring and nullifying the intentions of 
"the fathers."

is so it is useless to continue tho cjirlcsl, 
and Mr. Wanger and cVcryone else, Mr.

Yet, what does Mr. Ilendricks propose t 


Ho says, "1 say let the rule be passed upon 
when the heat of the campaign is over, say 
after next election, and then let the people 
lake rip the rule, judge it in tho abstract by 
its merits, and if a majority judge that the 
rule shall be repealed, let it be so, and (ho 
minority consent."

EDITOR OF Tin: GAZETTE:—The friends 


and neighbors of Henry W. Watson, Esq., 
in their open letter to the Republicans of 
Bucks county, do themselves great credit in 
ignoring the rule of 1874, about which there 
has been BO much fume and ferment. 
It 


was a wise and sagacious thing to do. 
They

difference in population, about 50,000, theri 
is no longer tho same reason why Buck 
should have an ocjual time with Montgomei" 
in the candidate for Congress from the dis 
trict. 


In 180d Mr. \Vanger was the Kepublican 


candidate in the district and was defeated by 
a small majority. 
The year 1890 was a bad 


one for the Republican party, as the Demo 
erats elected nine Congressmen from Pennsyl. 
vania, while now they have but two. 
In 1891. 


Mr. Wanper was again nominated, and was 
elected. 
This gave him tho candidacy fo: 


two termi, and if tho rule of 1874 was 
still in foi ce, Bucks county for the two fol- 
lowing tci ois was entitled to tho candidate. 


The pic i that his defeat in 1890 entitled 


him to a ronomiiialion in 1894 is not tenable, 
as tho 1874 ruje distinctly says " tho allot- 
ment of time to which eacif oounty shall be 
entitled to the candidate shall be two 091130011- 
tive terms." Mr. Wonger had been the can- 
didate for two consecutive terms prior to 1894, 
and tindei the rule of 1874, if in force.would 
have been inelcgible for nomination for an- 
other term, but yet he was unanimously rc=- 
nominated and elected, the Republicans in 
Bucks county as warmly supporting Ms nom- 
ination as did those in Montgomery county. 


Where were tho champions of Bucks coun- 


ty' s right,", and the enforcement of the rule 
of 1874, a' that time? The rufe of J874 was 
not mentioned by them and they all supported 
Mr. "Wanger's nomination, thus deliberately 
sacrificing the right of Bucks county to the 
candidate if they then believed the rule of 
1874 was then in force. 


The facts are that no attempt has been 


made to enforce the rule of 1874 since 1880, 
and the Republicans of Bucks have done more 
in the past to ignore or disregard the rule of 
1874 than have the Republicans of Mont- 
gomery county, and it now comes with an ill 
grace for the very men who have either openly 
violated or quietly submitted to the violation 
of the rule of 1874 to now so persistently in- 
sist upon its enforcement at this late day. 


I have always believed in honesty in poli- 


tics, which has often caused me to be un, 
kindly treated by some of the very men now 
raising this clamor, and it will be well for 
those members of the party if they will be 
more honest and consistent in this matter 
than they are showing themselves to be.

1874, writes the following letter, which states 
some facts bearing on the rule adopted at 
lliat time:— 


To Tin: Enmm or TUB REPUBLICAN:— 


The conference, field April 1(>, 1874, by rep- 
resentatives of the Seventh 
Congressional 


District, adopted the resolution, ''That the 
allotment of time to which, cuch county shall 
be entitled lo the candidate for Congress 
shall be two consecutive terms." It inuy 
not be improper fur mo, the chairman of said 
conference, lo cull attention lo the fact tliul 
tlie resolution only referred to the four then 
next buccccding terms, the nominnlioni for 
which were made in the years 1874, '7fi, '78 
and '80, and tlmt it had no application theic- 
af'ter. 


The language of tlip resolution so cleinly 


limits its application lo two consecutive terms, 
for each county, that a gross error of expres- 
sion would June to be implied to extend the 
iule to anything beyond "two consecutive 
terms to each county," of four terms in the 
aggregate. 
Thure i« no i oom for the siip]>»- 


silion, that the author ol the resolution, Mr. 
Wills, the accomplished editor of the lleinld, 
was unable toaccurately expiess his thoughts 
in good English, and the attendant circum- 
stances being of a cluiiuctei 
that it WIIK ac- 


cepted by the Conference us it hud been by 
tho public that there were but lour terms 
with which the Conference had to deal. 


This allusion to " altendant circumstances" 


will be understood hy the consideration of 
the following facts : The Congressional ap- 
portionment of this Stale, following tlie cen- 
sus of 1K5I), was made May 1, 1852; the ap- 
portionment following the census of 1800 was 
miide April 10, 180li; while that following 
the census of 1870 was not made until April 
2H, 187H, and at the election 187ii three 
Congressmen weie elected at large in the 
State. 


It was accordingly assumed that Ihe dis- 


tricts created by the Act of 1873 would only 
continue for the four icmnining terms of the 
then appoitionment, and no thought was 
given to or arrangement made for the failure 
of an apportionment Act under the census of 
1880 in time for the election in 1882. 


For corrohorution of this view, ifcorrobo- 


ratiou is necessary, reference may be made 
to Ihe letter of Hon. William Godshalk, an 
honored representative of Jiucks county, in 
18H2, announcing his candidacy for a third 
noiniiiition, in which he said: 
"There is 


no i ule or regulation of the party assigning 
Ihe nominee lo cither county." 
When the 


conferees of the distiict met June 2ii, 1884', 
Judge Godshalk oll'ered the following :— 


Resolved, 
That in view of the rule and 


practice tlmt has heretofore existed in the 
selection of candidates for Congiess by the 
Republicans of the Scventli District it is the 
opinion of this committee that the candidate 
should this year be conceded to the Bucks 
criunty portion of the district." 


The Norristown Daily Herald, of Jun'e 24, 


1884, gives the following lepoi t of the further 
proceedings of this conference: " Mr. tlod- 
shalk urged the adoption of his resolution. 
Mr. Gilkeson of Bucks opposed it. 
The 


people of his section of Ihe country were in- 
terested in retaining at Washington a man 
who was influential as a friend of protection. 
They biiw in Dr. Evans a member who guarded 
well the interests of his constituency at laigo. 
The yens and nays being called tlie resolu- 
tion was lost by a vote of 8 to 2, and the fol- 
lowing resolution was offered and was unani- 
mously adopted : '' 
" Resolved, Thnt Ihe question as to wliich 


county shall be entitled to the candidate for 
Congress at this term be referred to the peo- 
ple of the Seventh Cougiessional District for 
tt settlement." 


Observe, however, that nobody pretended 


that the resolution of 1874 had any applica- 
tion to the situation in 1884, and that Mr. 
Gilkeson put his proposition upon the solid 
ground of Dr. Evans being influential at 
Washington as a friend of protection, who 
guarded well the interests of his constituency 
at largo, and did not pretend that it accorded 
with any rule or practice. Whatever may 
be inferred from the foregoing in respects to 
my attitude in the conlroveisy respecting the 
nomination to be made (his Fall, in the pres- 
ent Seventh District, which was only created 
by the Act of Assembly, approved May 19, 
1887, and had no existence prior *to that 
time, il. is not the purpose of this communi- 
cation to make an argument concerning the 
advisability or inadvisability of renominating 
the present able and honest representative 
from tho district, but to show that the reason 
for taking up a new candidate cannot be upon 
Uio resolution of 1874, but must be upon dif- 
tet'ent arm mww uruuu **mi p«mic spintcu

Into Any Safe, Su) H a Maker. 


A Sun reporter asked the manager of 


one of the biggest safe building con- 
cerns in the world whether a safe had 
evor been built that was absolutely 
burglar proof? 


"There never was," he replied. "Most 


big safes are called burglar proof, but 
they are not. No man can build a thing 
that some other man cannot unbuild. 
Now, 
here's a safe." he said, leading the 


reporter to the back of the store, "that 
is as near burglar proof as any made." 


The safe he pointed to looked like a 


solid block of steel, with two enormous 
binges in -front and a steel lever that 
ran across the block diagonally. The 
door was round. 


"That sate," said the manager, "is al- 


most what it appears to be, a solid block, 
bnt a properly equipped burglar could 
^et into it nevertheless, provided he 
had time. It is this question of time 
that makes it possible for us to be more 
or less truthful when we speak of the 
safe as burglar proof. It requires so 
much time to get one of them open that 
before the work can be done it is almost 
certain that somebody will come around, 
and then the jig is up. By the way, .it 
is a mistake to talk about blowing a 
safe fopon. Most people have an idea 
that a burglar comes along, punches a 
hole in the safe, and throws in a lot of 
dynamite, which he touches off. What 
the burglars do is to drill a hole in the 
door near the combination, and then, 
by exploding a small quantity of pow 
dor, or sometimes only a cartridge, 
smash the combination. This enables 
them to work at it with their fingers, 
and tho opening of the safe is not so 
difficult a job, though explosions of this 
kind have been known to lock safes 
lighter than they were locked before; 
so tight, in fact, that they could not be 
opened without a second explosion and 
the use of a largely increased amount ot 
powder. 
Burglars will not as a rule 


take chances on that, for, I don't care 
how nervy they are, the noise of the 
first explosion never fails to frighten 
hem half to death."

them gained for him the appellation of 
the "Gorilla." 


Clint Scales planned with Rogers to 


secure the desperado, and they played 
friendly with 
him. 
Bill, however, 


would never allow any one to get be- 
hind him, and even at dinner that day 
ate with his Winchester across his lap. 
After finishing the meal he approached 
the fireplace and stooped for a fagot 
with which to light a cigarette, when 
Scales knocked him senseless with a 
poker and placed handcuffs on his 
wrists. He was taken to the Federa 
jail at Port Smith. Here he and other 
desperate characters 
in "Murderer's 


row" planned an escape, and in some 
clandestine manner Bill was furnishec 
with a revolver. At meal time on July 
26, 1895, Bill made a dash for liberty 
and shot Larry" Keating, a jail guard, 
dead. He fired four shots at another 
guard, but missed, and was overpow- 
ered and placed in his cell and kepi 
there to the hour of his execution. Af- 
ter being placed in his cell he gobbled 
like a turkey and strutted proudly. A 
mob formed and clamored to get at the 
"Gorilla,1' but they could not storm the 
Federal jail. Bill kept a blanket hang- 
ing at his cell door, and would not show 
himself to visitors unless paid for an 
appearance. 


The scaffold on which the "Gorilla" 


was executed is the most remarkable 
structure of its kind on the continent, 
possessing a grewgome appearance and 
a ghastly record. It is made of rough, 
strong timbers, which are protected 
only by a plank roof. It stands just in 
side the south wall of the old fort, at a 
point where the fort's magazine was 
once located. The trap is of heavy fold- 
ing planks, with strong strap hinges, 
heavy staple and lever. It would "ac- 
commodate" a dozen murderers, but six 
at one time is its greatest record. In 
all, ninety three murderers have been 
executed on this scaffold out of 154 sen- 
tenced in the past quarter of a century 
by the now somewhat conspicuous 
Judge, Isaac Parker. 
Seventy-six of 


the executed were "worked off" by an 
Irishman named George Maledon, who 
recently moved from Fort Smith to a 
farm in Kansas. Maledon received $25 
for each, and instead of going about his 
duties in a brutal way, he always dressed 
stylishly and drove to the fort in a car- 
riage, adjusting the loops with care 


coolness, and he never made a 


botch job in all his services as a hang- 
man. After making a remarkable rec- 
ord as a hangman it dawned upon Male- 
don that it was "not a gentlemanly vo- 
cation," and he resigned.—New Orlean* 
Times Democrat.

Sovurul years later Green's brother, Arner, 
abducted and murdered pretty Luolln 
Mnbbott, the daughter of well to do 
parents residing near the Green home- 
stead, In Cass county, for the supposed 
reason that she know the whoronbouts of 
Bill Green. The body of tho girl has never 
boon found, but parts nt her clothing wore 
found in a crook several miles across the 
county line from her homo. Amor also es- 
caped and'was lost, trank of. Throe years 
later the brotluirs wero looutod in Texas 
working on a cattlo riinoh, Bill in the oa- 
pnclty of cook and Amor ua cowboy. 
Tho 


deputy sheriff of Uass county, who had 
traced thorn, fioourod the services of a 
Texas fihuriff, and, after a narrow escape of 
being shot with a rifle In the hands of 
Amor Green, tho murderers wero captured 
and brought back to tho scone of tholr 
crimes. 


Tho finding of Mlsfi Mabbott's clothes in 


Carroll county gavo that county tho juris- 
diction of Amor Grcon, and he was taken 
there for trial. 
Whilo ho wus in the ens- 


tody of the shorift and hia deputies they 
wero overpowered by a mob and Amor 
Groon was taken to the place whore the 
girl's clothing had been found, bound 
hand nud foot,'and with n noose around 
his nook lie was placed on a wagon seat 
with the white haired father of the mur- 
dered girl before him, bogging to know 
the fate of his child and what he had done 
with hor body. 
Tho murderer refused to 


speak, and one of the mob struck the 
horses which wero hitched to the wagon, 
and us they lunged forward Amor Groon 
full from tho seat, breaking his cook by tho 
fall. 


Bill Green was tried and sentenced for 


llfo in tlio northern Indiana prison. Many 
times has tho broken hearted old father 
begged of tho crippled oouvlot to tell him 
tho fate of his daughter and tho where- 
abouts of her liody. Even at the death- 
bod of Green's mother, whore he went from 
tho prison to sec hor, he refused to speak, 
and later, it Is said, tho father scoured the 
promise of the jurors who tried William 
Groen to Bltfu a petition which, tho author- 
ities say, would hnvo secured ')is pardon, 
if he would tell about the murder. 
But 


Greon, with bulldog tenacity, still holds 
the secret and prefers Iron bars and silence 
to liberty, which oould almost bo had for 
the asking.—Indianapolis Sentinel.
